Now,  Louisiana  has  the  great  misfortune  of 
having  no  mountains.  Therefore,  her  need  is  dif¬ 
ferent  from  that  of  Virginia,  Georgia  and  North 
Carolina. 

Why  therefore,  Bhouid  not  the  entire  Conven¬ 
tion  support  a  missionary  enterprise  in  the 
South's  greatest  city  at  the  pointj  of  her  great¬ 
est  need,  just  as  loyally  as  gll  the  South  has  sup¬ 
ported  the  school  enterprises  because  they  happen 
to  be  the  greatest  need  in  the  states  where  the) 
are  established? 

If  the  Foreign  Board  found  a  good  field  for  ser 
vice  in  hospital  work  In  China  and  elsewhere 
much  more  can  the  Home  Mission  Board  serve  a 
missionary  and  eangellstlg  purpose,  through  a 
great  hospital  in  New  Orleans. 

1  Already  the  influence  of  having  finally  and  def¬ 
initely  decided  to  establish  this  hospital  has  been 
felt  in  New  Orleans  and  throughout  Louisiana. 
For  example,  in  less  than  a  month  after  the 
announcement  in  the  New  Orleans  paper  the 
Catholics  recognizing  the  great  valiie  of  this  in¬ 
stitution  to  the  Baptists  feverishly !  countered  bv 
announcing  their  purpose  to;  build  a  million  do', la 
hospital  there. 

The  Baptist  name  and  Baptist  stock  are  rising 
by  leaps  and  bounds  in  this  hltheito  Impossible 
city  of  over  400.000  souls,  and  evon  to  contem¬ 
plate  for  a  moment  retroaction  on  tlis  proposition 
would  be  calamitous  beyond  all  abili  :y  to  measure 

My  plea,  therefore,  is  that  slnbe  the  Home 
Board  has  for  years  been  committed  to  hospital 
work  and  since  this  proposition  has  been  before 
the  Convention  for  years,  various  actions  having 
been  taken  from  time  to |  time,  and  final  and  def¬ 
inite  action  having  been  taken  at  the  Jackson¬ 
ville  Convention,  and  slpce  the  Heme  Board  at 
its  June,  1923  meeting  formkllj’  accepted  the  site 
donated  by  New  Orleans  for  this  hospital  that 
Southern  Baptists  join  heart  and  hend  and  keep 
step  In  going  forward  with  all  thei  r  enterprises. 
Including  the  New  Orleans  hospital. 

If  the  Home  Board  work  needs  to  be  reorganized 
and  its  nospital  work  committed  lo  a  hospital 
board  and  its  education  work  to  tie  Education

Rut  I  think' I  hear  somebody  object,  "This  does 
not  npply  to  uS.  Wp  gr*  hot  Idolaters.  We  do 
not  worship  Idols.”  j  Whatever  comes  beiween 
you  and  your  God  1*  an  lijnl.  A  lady  came  to  my 
friend,  Len  Broughton,  opce,  amt  complained  that 
every  time  she  got  down!  to  pr^y  there  came  up 
before  her  a  diamond  pm.  Slip  got  rid  of  the 
diamond  pin  and  then  she  could  pray.  I  repeat, 
whatever  comes  between  foil  and  your  God  when 
you  pray  Is  your  ldolj,  ttraay  be  a  thing,  It  may 
be  a  person,  It  may  be  njooey,  popularity,  place, 
power— no  matter  what  It  jls.  may  we  say  of  It: 

"The  dearest  Idol  I  havje  'knoUn,  whate'er  that 
Idol  be,  help  me  to  ((ear  It  from  thy  throne,  and 
worship  only  thee.”  !

The  Babson  Agricultural  Index  of  ten 
leading  products  is  now  quoted  at  148 
which  shows  a  28  point  rise  over  the 
low  during  the  fall  of  1921.  The  ele¬ 
vation  In  agricultural  products  has 
already  increased  the  spending  power 
of  the  farmer.  It  should  be  remem- 
oered  that  1922  producing  costs,  labor, 
fertilizer  and  transportation,  are  rang 
ing  on  a  more  popular  basis  compared 
with  recent  years.  Therefore,  with 
good  ci  ops  and  a  higher  average  price 
over  the  next  year,  the  farmer's  In¬ 
come  Is  bound  to  return  gradually  to 
normal.  a 

v  "1  am  particularly  interested  in  cot 
ton.  The  condition  Is  now  estimate*1 
around  70,  which  compares  with  a  ten- 
year  average  of  75.  Last  year's  crop 
was  the  smallest  In  modern  history, 
yet  the  record  carry-over  constitut¬ 
ed  a  total  figure  that  successfully  cop¬ 
ed  with  the  curtailed  European  and 
domestic  demand.  This  year  the  car- 
.y-over  Is  Nearly  back  to  normal  pro¬ 
portions  and  a  crop  In  excess  of  11.-

"Europe  has  been  taking-  between

Europ 
must  buy  raw  cotton  in  greater  quan¬ 
tity  if  she  Is  to  maintain  supremacy  In 
the  finished  product.  With  the  set¬ 
tlement  of  the  present  textile  strike, 
domestic  consumption  wll  be  higher, 
not  lower.  Theoretically  there.  Is  a 
world  shortage  of  cotton  and  until  the 
statistical  position  is  corrected,  a  eon- 
iltlon  that  cannot  materialise  for  at 
least  another  year  the  average  price 
will  remain  as  high  If  not  higher  than 
the  present  level.' 

General  business  according  to  the 
Index  figure  of  the  Babson  chart  stand 
as  17%  below  normal.  This  Is  the 
same  as  la^t  week,  and  is  favorable 
considering  the  serious  loss  suffered 
thru  the  various  great  labor  strike* 
now  In  progress.
